Sorry, went off half-cocked and forgot your other questions: 


1. This unit covers 300-600 Kc on Channel 1 (by doubling the oscillator 
output frequency!). Channel 2 is for 3 to 4.8 Mc, 3 is for 4 to 6.4 Mc, 
and channel 4 covers 4.37 to 7 Mc. (The TA-12C covered 300-600 Kc, 3-4.8 
Mc, 4.8-7.68 Mc, and 7.68-12 Mc and would have covered 80, 40, and 30 
meters quite easily.) 


2. Now for the bad news: the modulator is contained in the MP-28 power 
supply!

Hi, 


I recently unearthed something I aquired over 20 years ago, can't remember 
from where. It's a Bendix Radio Corp, Type TA-12 C Aircraft transmitter. It 
is a 4 channel set with 4 seperate oscillators (12SK7). There are 3 other 
tubes, all 807s. 


The mechanical engineering is beautiful and it's only been slightly "got 
at". One of the oscillators has been canibalised and the antenna current 
meter is missing but the rest of the internals are in good condition. 


Now for a few questions; 

1) It says on the front panel that it runs on 24V DC. I always thought the 
plate voltage of an 807 was rather higher than this ;-). Am I missing 
something, like a rotary converter?

You want IB 393, INSTRUCTION BOOK FOR MODEL TA-12 SERIES AIRCRAFT 
TRANSMITTING SERIES, plus the instruction books on the MP-28 power 
supply, MT-51 remote control, and MT-53 antenna loading unit. 


It is a remotely controlled, four-channel 40-watt output master 
oscillator type transmitter for AM, CW, and MCW. Accessories included 
the MT-11b key, MT-82A (magnetic) or MT-42A (carbon) microphones, and 
MT-31C tuning meter. It is designed to work into an antenna of 10 ohms 
resistance in series with 250 pF capacitance. Variants included the 
TA-12B, TA-12C, TA-12D, and TA-12F. The MP-28 power supply is a 
dynamotor (also has both 28 and 14-volt variants requiring either 28V at 
18 amps or 14V at 36 amps!).

The water content is only a big concern if the fluid is likely to 
run into any cracks, holes, unsealed components, etc., from which 
it won't evaporate quickly. For cleaning things in the open, 
it's not such a big deal for most materials. "Rubbing alcohol", 
on the other hand, will often contain some oils in along with 

the isopropyl; most of the 70% and a lot of the 91% stuff 

is Rubbing Alcohol. 


Check around to see if you have a chemical supply house in your 

area; if so, you can probably get 99% or "anhydrous" (water-free) 
isopropyl for $2 to $3 a quart (or liter). In the LA area, a good 

place to check out is Tri-ess Chemicals. Many electronics 

retail stores will carry anhydrous alcohol as well, 

as it is is distributed through GC and Chem-tronics. 

It tends to be a lot pricier (about $6 for a pint) at the the electronics 
store than at a chemical supply house.

I have a CV-157 and a CV-591. You can't duplicate the CV-157 with 
the single sideband converters. The CV-157 has a bank of three 
enormous crystal filters made by Bulova, one each for upper and lower 
sidebands and a very sharp one for the carrier. The carrier filter 
output is fed to a comparator and the BFO in the CV-157 can be phase 
locked to the received carrier. 


The TMC adapters cannot duplicate this function. It enables exalted 
carrier reception of AM and reduced carrier SSB signals. The matched 
upper and lower filters also allow you to receive standard ISB and to 
separate the sidebands on AM signals into what is essentially Kahn 
system AM stereo. My only complaint is that the BFO on/off switch is 
inside, on the chassis. 


I don't have a manual for my CV-591, but I believe that it doesn't 
have any crystal or mechanical filters. It merely shifts the BFO 
above or below the 17kHz final IF. The sidebands are switched by 

a pushbutton and enormous latching relay. Pretty crude compared to 
the CV-157.

The Watrous and Sackville transmitters were RCA 50D's which ran 50 water cooled 
tubes in the final in the (insert name starting with a D that I can't spell) 


configuration with one tube running all the time and the other only on the 
peaks. I saw the Watrous transmitter in 1970 but didn't have the wit to bring 
a camara, by that time the Sackville medium wave rig had been dismantled and 
sent to Watrous as spare parts. The machine was tended by two men near 
retirement age who seemed extremely fond of it, they showed me some of the 
parts from the Sackville rig and pointed the corrosion caused by its location. 


The Watrous 50D was a beautiful machine: some 30 feet of polished bright red 
panels with the transmitter built behind on a poured concret base as was the 
style into the 50's I think (at least the 10Kw at CHAB was built the same way). 
There was no fan noise, just an overpowering 60Hz hum. I remember while 

I was there that the announcer (located 150km or more away in Regina) played 
"She's a Lady" by Tom Jones and assorted mechanical parts on the front panel 
vibrating in time to the recording. The floor in front of the transmitter 

had a console and a desk and a map of Canada laid into the tile and out back 
was a Single vertical tower of incredible height (CBK is on 54QKHz as is 
Sackville I think). 


The Watrous transmitter should have gone to - or become - a museum but it 
probably became landfill when the 50KW Continental was installed in the 70's. 
Sometime in the late 70's or early 80's the big stick blew down and was 
replaced by a much shorter one. 


By the way, CBK was not the first broadcaster in Saskatchewan, CKCK Regina was 
on the air in 1922, CHAB Moose Jaw in 1923, CFQC Saskatoon also went on the 
air about that time. At that time private Canadian broadcasters - as is still 
their wont - tended to air a lot of purchased American production which was 
not lost on the proponents of a Canadian public broadcasting network. A lot 
of the country was without radio reception as Deane said but the rest got 

a lot more Amos N Andy then was good for them. 


BTW, the 50KW shortwave transmitters remained in service into the 70's before 
they were finally replaced by something more powerful.

Bill VanAlstyne (BA #357) is absolutely correct. If you have the Bristol 
wrench, a Philips screwdriver and a couple of 2X4's, pulling the front panel 
from an R-390A is simple and nothing to dread doing. During the two years that 


I was aboard USS Valley Forge (LPH-8) in the late 60's, I must have pulled 30 or 
more of them. HOWEVER, something that no one ever seems to mention is that 
virtually all of the Navy sets had a field change installed to facilitate the 
monthly PMS sensitivity check. It consisted of a green pin jack mounted in the 
lower lefthand corner of the front panel which was, as I recall after um? years, 
connected to the diode load resistor. As normally installed, the lead length 
was too short to allow laying down the front panel in front of the set. I 
always suspected that the guy or gal who designed the fc carefully calculated 
the exact length required for the front panel to JUST clear all of the shafts. 
Then it abruptly stops moving! The preferred cure was a soldering iron, an inch 
of hookup wire, two MS contacts, and two short pieces of insulating sleeving or 
heat shrinkable tubing (BEFORE you remove the panel). Then, if you forgot to 
disconnect the thing, it at least unplugged itself. Otherwise, if you laid the 
panel down anyway, it usually broke something at the other end of the wire.

I question the characteristics of most of these products in 
sensitive RF environments. First, almost every "no residue" cleaner 
I've used seems in fact to leave a residue (typically a white-ish 
substance). Perhaps this is a result of the formulations of the 
CFC-free cleaners that one can buy without a tax ID. 


Oil-based products like TV tuner cleaners, DeOxit and others -- while 
they may leave non-conductive residue -- seem to leave a residue that 
can upset the small capacitances between switch contacts and between 
contacts and ground in RF circuits. I've found this to be 
troublesome in some receiver front-ends for example. 


I have come to the conclusion that except for potentiometer cleaning, 
the spray cans should be left on the shelf. Tiny (and I do mean 
TINY) amounts of lubricating cleaners can be applied to the wiping 
contacts of switches with a small artist's brush or Q-Tip. This 
keeps the material off of the insulating wafers and on 

the metal surfaces where it belongs.

There are different UPS Ground (brown label) rates for Commercial and 
Residential delivery. The "commercial" rate is cheaper than the 
"residential." 


For example, if I were to ship a 60 pound package to a California (zone 8) 
commercial concern, the postage would be $27.66. If this same package was 
going to an individual (at a residential address), the postage would be 
$28.29. Please note these are the rates the "shipper" pays. So yes, if the 
shipper was mailing to your business (work) address, the postage would be a 
little lower. I suppose it is all a matter of volume. 


The weight limit is generally based on the size of the package. For 
domestic packages, the maximum weight is 150 pounds. The maximum length is 


108 inches. The maximum "size" is 130 inches in length AND girth combined. 


Any packages weighing over 70 pounds must have a UPS "Heavy Package" sticker 
placed next to the address label (right side). 


There are other guidelines and restrictions, but the above limits are pretty 


standard (in the US). 


It's cheaper for the shipper to mail it to your work address. But then, you 
have to lug that boatanchor home! :-)

Gary, this is what I found about wire chain last year when I had to find a 
replacement tuning chain for my R-1051H military receiver. It is called roller 
chain. There are several sources: 1. McMaster Carr, phone 708-833-0300, p. 
1504-1505 in their catalog 98 lists a number of sizes; 2. Small Parts Inc, 
phone 305-557-8222, p. 261 in catalog 15 lists plastic and stainless 1/4 inch 
pitch roller chain and sprokets; 3. C & H Sales Co., phone 800-325-9465 lists 
a number of 1/4 inch pitch chain and sprokets on p. 26 of catalog fall 95. 
Chain is described by pitch, i.e. the space between the teeth that fit into the 
chain. For instance 1/4 inch pitch uses four links per inch. To make a long 
story short, I never did find the exact match to my R-1051H (7 links per inch I 
think it was) so I went begging to Fair Radio and they pulled a chain off a 
parts R-1051B receiver which uses the same pitch chain. I hope this helps. 73

Crystal D-104 elements do in fact deteriorate with age. The few old ones I've 
purchased over the years (mostly to acquire older base styles) have required a 
new element. Output does drop off, but the biggest problem I've encountered 
is significant change in the frequency response. 


Fortunately, the elements are still available, as others have pointed out. 
The deterioration may be due to inappropriate handling -- the element is 
sensitive to excessive heat and humidity. I suspect a lot of 'hamfest' D-104s 
have been sitting in someone's attic or garage or out in the barn for a long 
time, or bouncing around in the back of a truck. The one D-104 I purchased 


new about 10 years ago still sounds just fine. There used to be a D-104 
ceramic element that supposedly was impervious to the environmental conditions 
that would affect the standard crystal element -- maybe modern production is 
the ceramic version. (??) 


If you've never tried one, the Astatic 10DA-L dynamic head also sounds really 
nice on SSB (but lousy on my BA AM rigs).

purchased my D-104 in 1958 when I was a novice and have used it on every 
rig I've owned since then. I have never had a problem driving a transmitter 
including a TS-820S. I've used it on two T4XB's and am now using it on my 
T4XC. Mic gain sets about 10 o'clock on 75 & 40 and about 2 on the higher 
bands. However, before I did an re-alignment had to set it to 3 o'clock or 
greater. It might be time to tune-up your T4XB, not a hard or time 
consuming job.
